Lafayette Police have identified the man who died Monday October 22 
from injuries he sustained during an assault as Paul Goulart, 50, of Con- 
necticut. 

Goulart was employed in Lafayette for sometime, but police believe he 
was homeless and unemployed at the time of the beating that led to his 
death. 

Goulart was found by police officers Oct. 19 under a tree near the inter- 
section of Sixth Street and Chestnut sore from injuries he sustained from be- 
ing beaten a few weeks ago. Goulart was transported to a hospital and died 
Monday from his injuries. 

Anyone with information about Goulart or anyone he may have come in 
contact with him in the past two weeks is asked to call Crime Stoppers at 
232-TIPS. 

Paul tested at the September 2004 AARA meeting and received the call 
KESCMU and was a member of the AARA for a couple of years. He fell on 
hard times and eventfully ended up homeless living in shelters and on the 
street. During the time he was a club member, he volunteered at numerous 
times in our events. I am unaware of any family members in this area al- 
though he was a ham radio operators and made him part of our family. Say 
a little prayer for Paul.

2007 October Simulated Emergency Test 
Report 


Members of the Lafayette and Vermillion Parish ARES participated in 
the Louisiana State Simulated Emergency Test (SET) on Saturday, Novem- 
ber 27". A command post was set up at the Lafayette Parish EOC and the 
SET commenced at 0800 CDT with a 2 meter net on the 146.82 repeater in 
Lafayette with Herman KNSGK as NCS operating from his QTH. Check- 
ins from all medical facilities, served agencies and individual were logged 
into the net. At 0818, Jim NSNVP called in with emergency traffic from the 
scene of the Acadiana High School stadium with news of a stand collapsing 
with numerous injuries and possible fatalities. This was the scenario for the 
Lafayette Parish SET. Vermillion Parish scenario was a Hazardous Material 
spill on HWY 14 which was called in by Dane KESHSX. 

NSNVP kept formal emergency traffic from the Acadiana High School, 
indicating fires, and even rioting pouring into the Lafayette EOC, which had 
them pretty well jumping but they hung in there. Jim had given me a land 
line and wanted to know if we wanted to “turn the heat up”, I replied “NO! 
this is their first SET maybe next time”! 

Formal NTS traffic was passed from our 2 meter net, the Lafayette EOC, 
Vermillion EOC, Heart Hospital of Lafayette, State EOC in Baton Rouge, 
and on the HF Statewide Net on 3873 and 7285 KHz frequencies. 

The exercise cranked down at 1104 CDT and we all met at the EOC for 
a briefing and evaluation on how we had faired during this SET. We all 
agreed that we do have some things we need to improve upon, but really we 
all pulled together and did better than expected. We had expected more per- 
sonnel from the medical facilities to be on hand.
